Moscow Warns Of 
Middle East War 


LONDON, Sunday (UP). — 
Moscow Radio warned today 
that an Anglo-French war 
with Egypt over the Suez Ca- 
nal “eould lead to a big con- 
flict which would engulf the 
Near and Middle, East and 
perhaps spread even further.” 


The radio said that British 
newspapers are not now dis- 
cussing whether force should 
be used against Egypt, but 
it should be used. 
That's dangerous talk.” the 
broadcast warned. “All this 
looks as if it is intended to 
lay a mine under the edifice 
of relaxing international! ten- 
sion which has been erected 
during these years by the peo- 
ples of the whole world.” 

The broadcast added that 
“force is only necessary to 
enforce shackling, unequal 
treaties detrimental! to the na- 
tional interests and sovereign 
rights of one of its partici- 

amts, and it is of such a 
reaty that those in Britain 
are dreaming, who talk today 
about whether Britain should 
or should not use force 
against Egypt.” 

The talk of military force 
had been intensified on the 
eve of the Menzies commit- 
tees visit to Cairo. “One 
can see that an attempt is 
being made deliberately to 
create an atmosphere which 
would make it possible to ac- 
cuse of taking a non- 
conciliatory attitude if she 
refuses the demands which
